Fire takes heavy toll in Sao Paulo 


SAO PAULO <U P I» — Fire roared 
through the upper floors of the 25* 
story Joelma Building in downtown 
Sao Paulo for four hours today, 
taking a heavy toll of lives Dense 
flames and smoke kept rescue 
helicopters 
away 
until 
firemen 
finally contained the blaze 
The city morgue reported at 11 
am (10 am. EDT i that at least 20 
G 
rsons had died in the blaze More 
an 100 persons were rushed to 
hospitals, many of them with severe 
bums. 
Witnesses said that more than a 


dozen persons leaped desperately 
from tne roof of the building to a 
neighboring building in an attempt 
to escape the flames while heli­ 
copters hovered overhead trying 
unsuccessfully to get lines to the 
rooftop of the burning building 
Firemen 
raced 
up 
ladders, 
braving the flames that shot up 150 
feet into the air. to rescue dozens of 
people from lower floors 
Joao Alberto Moretti. trapped on 
the 13th floor, was the first person 
known to have escaped from the 
blazing 
building 
He clambered 


downward from window to window 
to the seventh floor where firemen 
reached him with a ladder. 
During the worst of the fire, 
firemen and police painted huge 
signs calling for calm and displayed 
them to the people trapped inside 
The signs said ‘‘firemen nere” , and 
be calm, people*\ 
The Joelma building houses an 
automatic parking garage on its 
first 10 floors and the rest of the 
modem 
structure 
contains 
the 
headquarters 
of 
the 
Crefisul 
Investment Bank The fire began on 


the 12th floor, firemen at the scene 
reported, 
probably 
in 
an 
air 
conditioning duct 
The flames did not touch the 
garage where cars full of gasoline 
would have added to the holocaust 


The helicopters dispatched to the 
scene by Sao Paulo State Governor 
Laudo Natel were at first unable to 
get to the roof, where about 50 
people were waiting, but airmen 
dropped milk to victims to drink 
while awaiting rescue Firemen said 
milk has detoxifying properties

TTie strike by drivers protesting 
high fuel coss hit hard at the

dependent on supplies delivered by 
trucks announced closures or said 
they would shut down, throwing 
many thousands of employes out of 
work if the strike lasts much longer. 
Four

Jersey—Shell, Chevron, American 


and 
Hess—said 
no 
fuel 
was 
delivered from their New Jersey 
depots today because of the strike. 
Many gas stations in West Virginia 
said 
they could

Unofficial estimates showed that 
less than 20 per cent of service 
stations

Metropolitan Miami area and there 
was no respite in sight because 
drivers supposed to deliver fresh 
supplies went on strike today. 


As many as 75.000 auto workers 
could be Idled in Ohio alone, and 
thousands in other industries in

reporting the impact of the strike by 
truckers to protest high prices of 
diesel fuel. 
Occasional violence which has

California truckers 
join nation-wide protest 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Dozens 
of 
independent 
California 
truck 
drivers 
joined 
the 
nation-wide 
truckers protest Thursday night by 
driving their rigs into at least four 
Los Angeles area fuel depots and 
blockading the pump islands. 
It 
was 
the 
truckers’ 
first 
successful 
Southern 
California 
protest of the government’s fuel 
allocation policies. 
By nightfall the big double rigs 
were slanting across the paved 
aprons 
of 
all 
four 
stations, 
preventing the owners from selling 
fuel. 
The protest was expected to last 
through today. 
At least one of the station owners, 
Kathy Learch, said the independent 
truckers represent more than half 
her business and that she refused to 


take legal action 
against them 
because she sympathizes with the 
aims of the protest. 
“ They told me they’re protesting 
high prices and not enough fuel, ana 
I am in full agreement with them. 
“ I'm not going to throw them out 
because I think they’re partially 
justified,” said the owner of the 
downtown

than 
a 
mile 
from 
the 
downtown 
fuel 
depot, 
at 
the 
Commercial Super Service Station, 
assistant manager Joe Ponce said 
the double rigs of 10 truckers were 
blocking the island pump 
“ We’ve got the gas,” he said, 
“ But we just can’t sell it. When the 
boss heard about the blockade, he 
just called and told me to close down 
for the night.”

In an accident last night on 
Highway 101 two miles south of 
Santa Barbara, Clarence Rigsby, 34, 
of Port Hueneme, was killed when 
the furniture truck he was driving 
swerved off the road and hit a 
eucalyptus tree headon. The man 
was dead on arrival at St. Francis 
Hospital in Santa Maria, despite 
first aid efforts of a passerby. 
CHP investigators said Rigsby 
may have fallen asleep at the wheel 
of his truck, or become unconscious 
for some reason.

SACRAMENTO«UPI)- A state tax 
official said today President Nixon 
and his wife, who vote 
at San 
Clemente,

residents of California for personal 
income tax purposes. 
Martin Huff, executive officer of 
the state Franchise Tax Board, said 
the board’s legal staff had reviewed 
the President’s income tax status 
and concluded, “ President Richard 
M. Nixon and Patricia R Nixon are 
nonresidents.” 
The White House announced Dec. 
8 that Nixon had paid no state 
income taxes during the first four 
years of his presidency. Officials 
said the decision not to pay the tax 
was entirely legal and based on 
C a lif o r n ia 
statues 
which 
differentiate between a “ domicile’ 
and a “ residence.” 
But Huff said the legal staff ruled 
strictly on the question of the 
President’s residency and said it did 
not necessarily follow that if a 
person was a nonresident that he 
would escape taxation. He said that

would 
be 
dealt 
with 
subsequently. 
The White House had said the 
decision not to pay California taxes 
was 
based 
on 
law 
which 
differentiates between a domicile, 
which is required for voting, and a 
citizen resident, who is liable for 
income taxes. 
Huff told a news conference if it is

public officials who are domiciled in 
this

to 
be 
residents 
for 
personal income tax purposes, then

Zodiac surfaces again 
after long silence

After a communications absence 
of more than two-and-a-half years, 
Zodiac 
has 
surfaced 
bringing 
renewed hope to Santa Barbara 
County sheriff detectives that his 
capture could shed light on the 
brutal 
murder of 
two Lompoc 
teen-agers in 1963 


The elusive Zodiac killer said in a 
cryptic note Wednesday received by 
the 
San 
Francisco 
Chronicle 
newspaper that he has killed 37 
persons in the San Francisco Bay 
area 
It 
was 
the 
f 1 rst 
co m m unicatio n 
from 
the 
psvchopathic killer since March 22, 
1971. 


Sheriff detectives believe there is 
a “ high degree of probability’’ that 
Zodiac 
is 
responsible 
for 
the 
murders 
of 
18-year-old 
Robert 
Domingos and Linda Edwards, 17, 
on the eve of their graduation from 
Lompoc High School in 1963 The 
murders occurred on a lonely area 
of the beach, south of Gaviota 


Police say they have only linked 
six slayings directly to the Zodiac 
despite his boasts this week that he 
is responsible for 37 murders 
In 
his 
recent communication, 
Zodiac said the movie Exorcist, 
“ was the best satirical comedy that 
I have ever seen ’ 
“ P S , ” he added, “ if I do not see 
this note in your paper. I will do 


something nasty which you know 
I ’m capable of doing ” 
Homicide 
inspectors 
said 
a 
handwriting expert has confirmed 
that Zodiac indeed penned the note 
Because of the long absence of 
Zodiac 
communications, 
law 
enforcement officers throughout the 
state 
theorized 
that 
the 
self- 
confessed killer may have died 
Sheriff John Carpenter yesterday 
said that the news of his resurfacing 
was “ welcome’ and that all efforts 
will continue to firm up the links his 
detectives have formulated leading 
to suspicion of Zodiac

Inflation expected to get worse 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Inflation and 
unemployment will get worse, not better, 
in 1974 and the economy will totter at the 
threshold of recession for much of the 
year, President Nixon’s chief economic 
advisers said today 
In a pessimistic prediction, the Council 
of Economic Advisers said prices would 
advance at a 7 per cent rate in the next 12 
months, with food and fuel prices leading 
the charge. 
If the forecast is correct, it would make 
1974 the worst year for domestic inflation 
since World War II and would surpass the 
inflation rate of 1973, an unusually bad year 
for prices. 
The forecast was published in Nixon s 
annual economic report and appeared to 
conflict with Nixon’s own goals. 
“ We cannot accept continuation of the 
inflation rate of 1973, and still less can we 


risk its acceleration,” Nixon said in a brief 
message to Congress accompanying the 
report “ We must dedicate ourselves to 
carrying on the fight against inflation in 
1974 and thereafter ” 
But the President’s strategy, keyed to a 
$9 4 billion deficit budget for the coming 
fiscal year, appeared to be aimed at 
keeping 
the 
economy moving 
and 
unemployment down, even if it means 
losing 
ground 
in 
his anti-inflation 
campaign 
Council Chairman Herbert Stein told 
reporters Thursday, “ We have done the 
arithmetic. We do not see a path that any 
reasonable person would describe as a 
recession,” But,” 
Nixon said 
in the 
report, “ I cannot assure the American 
people of an easy time " 
Here is the council’s 1974 outlook in other 
areas: 


—Unemployment: 
Job 
layoffs 
in 
industries hit hard by the energy shortage, 
such as auto manufacturing and tourism, 
will help push the unemployment rate to an 
average 5 5 per cent during 1974 from last 
year’s 4 9 per cent level. 
That means about 5 million Americans 
out of work compared to 4 3 million last 
year. 
—Economic Growth 
Gross National 
Product (total value of all goods and 
services) will expand by about 8 per cent to 
$1,390 billion ($1.4 trillion) but only about 1 
per cent of the rise will be “ real” or actual 
gain in output and production. Inflation will 
account for the remaining 7 per cent. 
For the first six months, the growth rate 
will be flat or may even decline a bit, but 
the report expects the economy to snap 
back “ by somewhat more than the normal 
trend rate in the second half.

Four seasick and weary 
hijackers drifted with three 


hostages through Singapore 
harbor 
today, 
their 
commandeered ferry boat 


out of fuel and at the mercy 
of fast rip tides carrying the 
vessel toward Indonesian 
waters. 


A day and a half after the 
pro-Arab hijackers tried to 
blow up the Shell refinery 
here and hijacked the ferry, 


no solution to deadlocked 
negotiations for the release 
of the hostages was in sight 
They demanded today that 
the Japanese ambassador 
trade himself for the three 
Singapore men held aboard 
the 
ferry 
but 
got 
no 
response. 


A Singapore government 
official 
admitted

Uomoto to trade himself for 
the hostages on a promised 


Closing stocks 
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escape from Singapore for 
the hijackers “ was one the

The ferry Laju ran out of 
fuel and was carried along 
on southerly rip tides in the

waters after the hijackers

generators and engines fell 
silent. 


At dusk, the ship was 
being pulled by the tides 
along the harbor, nearly 
colliding

“ Were terribly tired, 
witnesses said one hijacker 
called in Japanese to a 
police boat alongside. The 
man demanded food and 
beverages for the hostages 
and 
shouted,

please bring an end to this 
incident.” 


Arab commentators in the 
Middle 
East 
said 
the 
Singapore guerrillas were 
connected with the Marxist 
Popular 
Front 
for 
the 
Liberation 
of 
Palestine 
(PFLP) and said their Sin­ 
gapore operation points to a 
sharp rise in the group’s 
foreign activities. 


The Palestinian guerrillas 
have 
collaborated

1972 they staged a massacre

The 
file 
on 
the Domingos-Edwards murders 
voluminous and the case has always remained active and 
under the investigative responsibility of sheriff’s detective 
William Baker. Baker has stated that it was not so much 
hard evidence that linked Zodiac with the double murder, 
but the pattern of the slaying 
The pattern developed when Zodiac, in a letter to the Los 
Angeles Times on March 13. 1971, readily admitted the 
slaying of Riverside City College co-ed Cheri Jo Bates, 18, 
on Oct. 30, 1966, nearly decapitating her. In the letter he 
boasted “ there are a nell of a lot more (murders) down 
there” in Southern California Up to this point. Zodiac’s 
boasts all concerned slayings in the San Francisco Bay 
area 
Santa Barbara officials state they have “ information, to 
be investigated further, which may place Zodiac in the 
Santa Barbara area in 1963,” the year of the Domingos- 
Edwards slayings. 
The killer of the Riverside co-ed left footprints behind 
The same type footprints were also found along the shores 
of Lake Berryessa in 1968 and 1969, the sight of the Zodiac 
confessed murders of three young persons from Vallejo and 
a Pacific Union College co-ed. At the Riverside slaying, the 
killer wore shoes sold by military exchanges. At the Lake 
Berryessa slayings, the footprint was less common Air 
Force boots. Although Santa Barbara detectives did not 
confirm it, it is possible that footprints were found which 
would be similar. 
Many of Zodiac's messages to newspapers were written 
in cryptic style and it is believed that this style may have 
been acquired in a service cryptography school 
The bullet ridden bodies of Domingos and Miss Edwards 
were found in a smashed lean-to shelter several yards from 
the beach. The killer had attempted to convert the shelter 
into a funeral pyre but the pyre had refused to burn. 
Domingos was shot 11 times ana Miss Edwards, eight, by a 
.22 caliber weapon. Twenty 22 caliber bullet casings were 
found at and near the scene.

Daylight Saving Time for 
the sake of his country. 


“ If President Nixon will 
refrain from running all 
over the country to his 


homes, I will make my 
sacrifice 
to

energy 


crisis 
and 
change 
my 
watch,” Doran said 
But Doran, who each year 
tries 
to 
convince 
the 
legislature to exempt Texas 
from the biennial ceremony 
of watch turning, said he 
doubts 
if 
year 
‘round 
Daylight Saving Time is 
going to save that much 
energy 
“ I think we could do a lot 
more,” he said “ I just think 
it’s going to cause more 


hardship 
and 
money 
expended than it will save.” 


For instance, Doran says 
much 
of

motorized 
street cleaning equipment 
that scurries through cities 
before the morning rush 
hour are not equipped with 
lights to see in the darkened 
mornings of Daylight Saving 
Time.

OAKLAND - (U PI) 
Oakland and San Francisco 
detectives 
joined 
forces 
today in trying to solve the 
slayings of three persons in 
a funeral home and the 
street assassinations of four 
others 
“ Yes, we re comparing 
notes,” a San Francisco 
homicide 
inspector 
said 
T h u rs d a y 
night 
as 
detectives 
in 
Oakland 
sought clues in the hacking 
deaths of an elderly couple 
and 
an 
a p p re n tic e 
embalmer at the 
Albert 
Brown Mortuary. 
Five persons were cut 
down by bullets Monday 
night in random attacks in 
San Francisco within two 
hours. Four died and the 
fifth victim suffered serious 
wounds. 
In a related development, 
KGO 
television 
in 
San 
Francisco received a letter 
from 
the 
Symbionese 
Liberation 
Army, 
taking 
credit for the attacks there 
and demanding the release 
of two murder suspects. 
The message, made of 
le t t e r s 
cut 
out 
of 
newspapers and pasted on a 
piece of paper, contained 
four 
Municipal 
Railway 
transfers, and police said 
Monday night's slayings all 
occurred near bus stops. 
Police 
technicians 
were 
given 
the 
letter 
for 
examination 
The slayings here and in 
San Francisco touched off a 
wave of fear in the Bay 
Area. San Francisco Police 
Lt. Bill O’Connor warned 


citizens not to venture onto 
the 
stre e ts 
a fte r 
dark —particularly 
not 
alone 
A 
$5.000 
reward 
was 
offered 
by 
the 
San 
Francisco 
Examiner 
for 
information 
leading 
to 
killers there 
Police said 
they believed two men were 
the hit-run killers Both were 
described as black All the 
victims were white 
A caretaker found the 
bodies of Clarence Bryant 
and his wife. Doris, and 
Michael Moore. 27. at the 
mortuary. 
Deputy 
Police 
Chief Tom Donohue said the 
three had been hacked and 
stabbed. They apparently 
fought and tried to flee their 
assailants, he said 
Donohue said the killers 
took embalming fluid from 
the mortuary but nothing 
else One bottle, he said, 
was dropped in a driveway 
and another about a block 
’away. 
Police 
from 
Southern 
California 
talked 
with 
detectives here in an effort 
to solve murders in their 
cities Although detectives 
refused to comment, there 
were recurring reports that

clandestine 
sect 
was 
operating

state.

State lottery bill 
faces bleak future 


SACRAMENTO < UPI > — A proposal for a $178 million-a- 
year lottery to boost state revenues today faced bleak odds 
in the Senate, which has buried similar proposals 
The proposed constitutional amendment (ACA18) by 
Assemblyman Leon Ralph. D-Los Angeles, narrowly 
cleared the Assembly Thursday by the bare margin 
required. 54-26 It was believed the first time the Assembly 
has passed a lottery proposal 
Opponents declared the legislation would put the state in 
the 
business of 
“ swindling 
its citizens 
and lead 
impoverished parents to gamble away money for their 
children's 
lunches. 
Supporters 
said 
a 
lottery 
was 
“ painless” taxation 
Shortly after the proposal passed. Gov. Ronald Reagan 
joined the chorus of negative voices. He called it another 
tax increase” and declared the state should not raise funds 
from people's "weakness." 
The Ralph proposal, if approved by voters, would author­ 
ize the legislature to establish a lottery if the gambling 
operation is conducted by the state and its profits are used 
“ for the public benefit. 
Ralph said Legislative Analyst A Alan Post estimated 
that such a lottery could raise about $177.5 million annually 
Assemblyman Raymond R Seeley. R-Bythe, declared a 
“ lottery is the most painless source of taxation there is." 
Ralph labelled as “ nonsense" arguments a lottery would 
hurt tne poor. 


“ As one who represents the poor, don't love us to death, 
baby,” he said angrily. Ralph's district includes low 
income black areas in Los Angeles. 
Assemblyman Alister McAlister, D-San Jose, said the 
state would receive only 45 per cent of the total proceeds 
from the lottery.

President Nixon went before Congress

It is almost 
hopeless to believe that tensions over the 
issue are eased because he, the President, 
says it is enough They will only be eased

feel that the $2.2 billion for Israel at 
the time of the Middle East war 
used up both good will and available 
surplus. 
But as reflected in the Senate, the 
lopsided House votes signifies a sour 
attitude that can be described for 
lack of a better word as isolationist. 
In the House, 130 Republicans voted 
against the President and only 47 
supported him. On the Democratic 
side. 109 voted for IDA, 118 against. 
The underlying belief is that the 
United States, best able of all 
nations to ride out the oil crisis, can 
wall itself off from the poverty, 
disease and breakdown of the poor 
nations. 
This is a perilous illusion as recent 
history illustrates. In 1930. Herbert 
Hoover, a President who for quite 
different reasons than those of today 
suffered a breakdown of authority, 
signed a tariff bill putting up a wall 
against goods from the rest of the 
world. That was a principal reason 
for the world wide depression 
A world wide depression is today 
no idle threat given the linkage 
between the rich and the poor 
through the Medium of oil and the 
skyrocketing prices levied by the oil 
sheikhs. 
India, for example, is dependent 
on chemical fertilizers for food 
production, much of it coming from 
Japan. Yet with Japan's bill for 
imported oil, the raw material of 
fertilizer, doubling last year and 
likely to double again in 1974, 


exports to developing countries are 
being drastically cut. 
This means a pinch not only in 
food but in new industries in smaller 
Asian 
nations 
dependent 
on 
Japanese 
imports 
for 
plastics, 
textiles and electronics in South 
Korea. Taiwan and Singapore. Far 
away places with strange sounding 
names as we once thought, we 
cannot quarantine away collapse in, 
say, India or Pakistan with the 
resulting 
famine, 
rioting 
and 
breakdown 
To reverse the House vote will 
take long and painstaking effort. 
Certainly, it cannot come overnight. 
Whether this administration can 
bring it about is an open question 
given the paralysis of will so 
evident. 
Much of the effort will have to 
come from Secretary of State Henrv 
A. Kissinger who already has so 
much on 
his plate, 
and 
from 
Secretary of the Treasury George 
Shultz, reported about to resign. 
We in this country are feeling the 
discomforts of the oil crisis and they 
may 
become 
hardships 
as 
it 
worsens. 
We 
have 
lived at 
a 
profligate level, six per cent of the 
world’s population using more than 
35 per cent of its resources. 
But with internal reserves far 
beyond those of any other nation, 
this is little compared with the 
suffering of masses of people in 
large areas of the earth.

All right, young man - /ust what are you trym' to pull 
being softspoken, polite and thoughtful? 


A proposal by Assemblyman John 
Knox 
to 
alter 
the 
initiative 
procedure merits more than just 
consideration. Reflecting upon the 
trend to use the initiative as a club 
over 
the 
legislature 
the 
Knox 
measure screams for passage. 


Not that the legislature’s shabby 
record of performance, or more 
accurately 
non-performance, 
in 
acting to solve urgent problems of 
the state doesn't justify maintaining 
the initiative as a weapon for the 
people to act upon their own in such 
a void. 


And 
Knox, 
regarded 
by 
his 
colleagues 
and 
other 
Capitol 
observers as one of the most solid 
legislators, would be the last person 
to deprive the people of their right 
to the initiative. Rather, his purpose 
is to improve the method of drafting 
initiatives and reduce the effort 
necessary to place initiatives before 
the voters. 


He recognizes that over the years 
since the institution of the initiative 
bv 
the great 
reform governor, 
Hiram Jonnson, it has served the 
people 
well. 
But 
being 
an 
understudv and protege of the late 
Senator George Miller, who also 
came from Contra Costa County, 
Knox 
has 
inherited 
the 
same 
adroitness in spotting weaknesses in 
government. And the same desire to 
achieve improvements. 
What Knox sees as the principle 
fault in the initiative is the usually 
poor draftsmanship of the proposals 
which go on the ballot. This is 
understandable 
since 
most 
initiatives spring from the minds of 
a small group and are drafted with 
little or no thought input from 
opponents or those who may be 
affected 
In 
other 
words, 
the 
initiatives are most often drawn up 
in the vacuum of an ivory tower 
w ithout benefit of diverse opinions. 
Knox has put his finger on it. 
Many a good idea has been shot 
down in flames by the voters simply 


because the proponents, in their 
single purpose concentration, have 
tailed to determine the legitimate 
concerns of others. In drafting the 
provisions for their idea they nave 
overlooked 
side 
effects 
which, 
although perhaps unintended, are 
such as to engender opposition 
which might have been avoided. 
To correct this Knox has proposed 
that initiative proposals be sub­ 
mitted to the legislature. After ap­ 
propriate hearings on the proposal, 
during which all viewpoints could be 
aired, the legislature could place the 
measure upon the ballot by its own 
action. Since some initiatives only 
propose a statutory change, the need 
tor placing the proposal on the ballot 
could be disposed Dy the legislature 
enacting the measure 
The Knox proposal contemplates 
the 
legislature 
might 
suggest 
amendments to the initiative which, 
if adopted by the proponents, might 
permit legislative approval of the 
initiative for placement on the 
ballot. 
If no agreement can be gained by 
the proponents from the legislature 
they would still be free to take the 
measure to the people via the ballot 
Realizing the effort and expense 
involved in gathering the signatures 
required to qualify an initiative, 
Knox offers as an inducement, a 
lowering of the number of signers 
needed to bring the matter to the 
legislature. If tne proponents refuse 
to accept 
the 
decision of the 
legislature they would then be 
required to secure the full quota of 
signatures in order to get the issue 
before the voters. 
He is also considering a provision 
which would guarantee proponents 
of a legislative hearing on their 
proposal. He thinks a provision 
wherein 
the 
initiative 
would 
automatically go on the ballot 
without any further gathering of 
signatures if the legislature refused 
to hold 
hearings and make a 
recommendation 
would 
be 
appropriate. 
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
